Diagnosis 

of 

Disease 

from 

Ancient Coins

W e tend to think of classical art as depicting ideal forms — 
not particular men, but Man as a perfected image. An- 
cient Creek and Roman coins, however, often disprove 
this notion, for in many instances they depict particular men and 
women in such detail that they also record some significant 
information about disease in the ancient world. In medical 
practice many conditions are diagnosed by observation; by 
taking a clinical look at the portraits on many ancient coins, we 
can discover some surprising facts about the ancient diseases of 
not just individuals but whole populations as well.

At the turn of this century Warwick 
Wroth, then Keeper of the Coins and 
Medals at the British Museum, took 
note of a lesion on the foreheads of two 
Parthian kings, Orodes I and Phraates 
IV, who both ruled during the first cen- 
tury B.c. Wroth called these lesions 
warts, and his observations initiated my 
interest in ancient coins as a source of 
medical history. What Mr. Wroth had 
noticed was actually a tumor that origi- 
nates in a hair follicle and is medically 
known as an epithelioma adenoides 
cysticum or trichoepithelioma. 

This condition was first recognized in 
1892. It is frequently transmitted by 
heredity and the longest clinical history 
in present medical literature traces it 
over a course of four generations. The 
lack of similar lesions on the portraits of 
other royal houses of the region estab- 
lishes it as a distinctive trait of the Par- 
thian royal family rather than as a com- 
mon Middle Eastern skin affliction. The 
nodule may not be taken as a Parthian 
symbol of royalty since it does not ap- 
pear on the portraits of all Parthian 
kings. 

Lesions of this type are commonly lo- 
cated on the forehead and are fre- 
quently bilateral. Parthian coins usually 
show the king In profile, facing to the 
left. The coins of Volagases IV (a.d. 191- 
208), however, depict the monarch full

face with bilateral forehead nodules. 
The tumor can also occur belowthe eye, 
L as appears on some coins of Mithra- 

^ dates II (123-88 B.C.). 

\ Some of the coins of other Parthian 

monarchs of the first and second cen- 
turies after Christ — Vardanes I, Var- 
danes li and Volagases II — clearly de- 
pict forehead lesions similar to those of 
^ Orodes I and Phraates IV. Other Par- 

thian rulers of the same period and later 
seem to have considered the tumor a 
blemish. Artabanus III, Gotarzes, 
^ Pacorus II, Volagases II, Volagases III 

and Volagases V (a.d. 208-222) are de- 
picted with a forehead lock of hair cov- 
, ering the usual site of the lesion. The 

proof that this hair lock was a cosmetic 
trick to cover the blemish is given by 
different coins of Volagases II: one 
^ series depicts the forehead lesion while 

another issue shows the concealing 
lock of hair. 

^ These differing portraits of Volagases 

j II strongly suggest that other Parthian 

, kings with hair locks on their foreheads 

, also had lesions. If this is true, the pres- 

l ence of this tumor in the Parthian royal 

I family can be traced from Mithradates II 

’ In the late second century B.c. to Vol-

I Christ, a span of approximately 14 gen- 

j erations — ten generations longer than 

> that described in current genetic liter- 

ature. The Parthian coins depict the 
earliest artistic example of this tumor, 
and their appearance in subsequent 
generations establishes the familial 
trait. 


^\n ancient coin portrait usually pro- 
vides a profile view of the head and neck 
of its subject. The neck, viewed from 
this aspect, normally shows two, some- 
times three distinct features: the 
thyroid cartilage or voice box, the ster- 
nomastoid muscle, and horizontal fat 
folds. The voice box is visible as a 
prominence above the midway point 
between the lower mandible (jaw bone) 
and the suprasternal notch (upper 
breastbone). In some individuals it may 
be quite prominent, and this normal 
variability is shown on coins depicting 
the Hellenistic monarch Seleucus I, 
who reigned in Syria from 312 to280 B.c.. 
The sternomastoid muscle appears as a 
belt-like muscle which runs from be- 
hind the ear to the breastbone. It con- 
trols head movements and is well de- 
veloped in athletic people. The physical 
fitness of some ancient rulers is re- 
vealed by their prominent sternomas- 
toid muscles. Again Seleucus I is a good 
example. Lateral folds of fat are visible 
on the necks of obese and flabby per- 
sons, and this feature Is frequently de- 
picted on Greek coins, a fact which may 
reflect an ancient preference for models 
a little heavier than the ideal of today. 

The thyroid gland, which is separate 
and distinguishable from the thyroid 
cartilage or voice box, is an endocrine 
gland which regulates body metabo- 
lism. Normally it can not be seen; it Is 
located in the area between the voice 
box and the upper breastbone. When 
the gland becomes enlarged, it be- 
comes visible as an additional swelling 
in this area, a condition called goiter. 
Goiters may vary from a walnut-sized 
swelling to a huge mass occupying the 
entire neck area. Doctors suspect that 
such a condition exists when they ob- 
serve an unusual swelling in the lower 
neck area. There are many causes of 
thyroid gland enlargement, but the 
most common one is a lack of iodine in 
the diet. In many areas of the world a 
large percentage of the population has 
goiter, and in these areas the condition 
is called endemic. The mountainous 
areas of Greece, Sicily and Asia Minor

are three areas where goiter is endemic 
today. ( 

With these facts in mind, we can test 
the artistic accuracy of ancient coins and ^ 

prove the presence of goiter in ancient 
times. Some Sicilian coins from Syra- ' 

cuse show Arethusa, the city's patron 
nymph, with thyroid cartilage and an ^ 

enlarged thyroid gland or goiter. These j 

coins, dated ca. 425 B.c., are of great 
medical interest as they are the earliest ^ 

depictions of goiter. Many other an- I 

cient Greek coins also depict gods, i 

goddesses and kings with goiter. In my 
opinion, the Apollo on the coins of 
Myrina, the Hera on the coins of Ellf the 
Amazon of Cyme, the Tyche of Seleucia 
and other deities are depicted as having 
goiter. That these deities would be 
rendered as having this conditon must 
reflect its high incidence in the area ^ 

where these coins were minted. The 
portrayal on Hellenistic coins of the Syr- 
ian ruler Antiochus VII, the Pergamene 
kings, Philetaerus and Eumenes II, and 
the Bithynian king Nicomedes II, as well 
as other rulers with goiter, is of great 
medical significance, for coin portraits ^ 

are as diagnostically useful as photo- 
graphs. 

The most Interesting ancient neck 
belongs to the legendary Cleopatra. ' 

Unfortunately, the workmanship on her 
coins is inferior to that of her pred- 
ecessors', but still, we can clearly see 
that her coin portraits do not flatter her

neck. Some suggest flabby fat folds and 
others clearly suggest a goiter. If the 
historical personification of sexuality 
and seduction had a goiter, we have this 
as additional evidence of the frequency 
and acceptance of goiter in the ancient 
world. 

^Kcromegaly is another disease fre- 
quently diagnosed by the recognition of 
abnormal features in the head and neck 
area. This condition results from an ex- 
cessive secretion of growth hormone 
and a consequent overgrowth of bone 
and soft tissues. In profile view, a pa- 
tient with acromegaly shows a large 
protuberant jaw and large fleshy lips, 
nose and ears. There is also an over- 
growth of bone in the eyebrow area so 
that the forehead slants backward 
sharply. Historians and numismatists 
have often remarked on the ugly fea- 
tures of Ptolemy I, ruler of Egypt from 
323 to 285 B.c..When we compare his 
appearance with that of a patient suf- 
fering from acromegaly, it seems highly 
likely that he had this disease.

Coins frequently show obesity and 
confirm various historical descriptions 
of ancient rulers. Philetaerus of Per- 
gamum was castrated in an unfortunate 
childhood accident. His coins depict 
him as having the fat, flabby features 
which are typical of a eunuch. Ptolemy

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VIII (146-117 B.c.) was reputed to suffer 
from extreme shortness of breath. One 
coin portrait shows him as having wide, 
flaring nostrils, an abnormality which 
occurs in people who must labor hard to 
breathe. Some coins of the Roman em- 
peror Maximianus Herculius (a.d. 285- 
309) show a nasal deformity resulting 
from a broken nose as well as facial 
features suggesting the loss of teeth. 
One wonders if they were the result of 
an accident or a combat injury. 


The use of art for the study of disease 
is not new. Egyptian tomb paintings 
have depicted the earliest known 
examples of polio and blindness. Pre- 
historic cave paintings at Gargas in 
France show ritual amputation of fin- 
gers. Painters and sculptors of the past 
four to five hundred years have de- 
picted a variety of maladies. Numis- 
matic art is a welcome and valuable ad- 
dition to the study of disease in ancient 
man.

Coinage of Judea 



Hasmoneans to the Procurators 


Although means of payment are mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment on various occasions (e.g. Genesis 24:22 in which Eleazar 
"took a golden ring of half a shekel [bekah] weight, and two 
bracelets for her hands of ten shekels weight in gold"), there is 
no evidence that coins were used in the Land of Israel at the time 
of the First (Solomonic) Temple. The Second Temple Period 
commenced in 538 B.C. when the Jews who had been taken into 
captivity to Babylon were permitted to return to the Land by 
Cyrus the Persian, and ended with the destruction of the Temple 
by the Romans in 70 A.D., when the Jewish people were dis- 
persed. For numismatic purposes we can extend this period to 
135 A.D. when the Romans eventually put down the Second 
Jewish Revolt, and established Aelia Capitolina in place of 
Jerusalem. It is a period of great significance in Jewish and 
Christian history, and the coinage of the region, both Jewish and 
non-Jewish, truly reflects the events of the times. 


The Land of Israel then, even as now, 
was of great strategic and geographical 
importance, at the junction of the 
spheres of influence of powerful em- 
pires — Persian, Greek, Egyptian, Par- 
thian, and Roman. From the 5th century 
B.C., Judea formed part of the Fifth 
Satrapy of Persia, ''The Satrapy Across 
the River" (Euphrates), and the Persians 
did not interfere much with the distant 
provinces of their enormous empire. 
Alexander the Great subjugated the 
Land of Israel In 332 B.C. in the course of 
his conquering sweep, and far-reaching 
political and cultural Greek-hellenistic 
changes took place in Judea as in other 
countries of the East. When he died in 
323 B.C. Alexander's Eastern Empire was 
divided between the Ptolemies of Egypt 
and the Seleucids of Syria. 

Judea first came under the rule of the 
Ptolemaic kingdom of Egypt, but after 
the 5th Syrian war of 198 B.C. it passed 
under the control of the Seleucid king- 
dom, and thereafter Syria and not Egypt 
governed the country. About this time, 
too, the new State of Rome, Armenia, 
and Parthia were becoming powerful, 
and the Seleucids were becoming 
progressively weaker. The Seleucids 
interfered in the internal affairs of Judea 
and attempted to hellenize its inhabit- 
ants. Worsening relations eventually 
led to open rebellion under the 
leadership of Mattityah the Hasmonean 


and his sons. Eventually in 141 B.C. 
Judea became independent under 
Hasmonean rule, and after Simon (the 
last of Mattityah's sons) was murdered 
in 135 B.C., military command and the 
high priesthood passed by inheritance 
to his descendants. The Hasmoneans 
embarked on a policy of conquest, ex- 
pansion, and forcible conversion to 
Judaism. They ruled until 40 B.C. when 
Herod was appointed King of Judea by 
Antony and Octavian in Rome. Judea 
had been conquered for Rome by Pom- 
pey In 63 B.C. 

The Herods were originally Idumeans 
(Edomites) from the South who were 
conquered and forcibly converted to 
Judaism by John Hyrcanus I. With the 
exception of Herod Agrippa I they iden- 
tified with their Roman masters and 
were uniformly unpopular with their 
Jewish subjects. Herod's son Archelaus 
inherited the predominantly Jewish 
portion of his father's kingdom, but 
there were so many complaints against 
him that he was banished by the Ro- 
mans and replaced by the Procurator 
(Governor) Coponius in 6 A.D. It was 
not until 100 A.D. that the last of the 
Herods (Agrippa II) died. 

At first the Procurators were a wel- 
come replacement of Archelaus and his 
rule, but in the course of time the situa- 
tion worsened, reaching its height in 
the days of the Procurator Pontius Pi- 
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late, a noted anti-semite, who failed to 
understand the feelings of the people 
and even confiscated the temple trea- 
sures to ornament buildings and pay for 
the construction of water supply to 
Jerusalem. At this time, too, a number 
of religious sects appeared in Judaism, 
Christianity being one of these. The 
tension between the Jews and the Pro- 
curators of Judea mounted, and at the 
time of the Procurator Florus, the Jewish 
War against Rome broke out. After a 
long, bitter and drawn-out struggle, the 
Roman forces under Titus destroyed the 
Temple In 70 A.D., although the for- 
tress of Masada in the mountains of 
Judea held out for a further three years. 
A second Jewish Revolt against Rome 
commenced under the leadership of 
the charismatic Simon Bar Kochba, and 
although the powerful Roman army 
suffered some serious setbacks, large 
reinforcements were brought to the 
land and the rebellion quelled In 135 
A.D. 

During the Second Temple Period 
Jews struck coins as Independent rul- 
ers, vassals of Rome, or as rebels against 
Roman rule. During revolts in ancient 
times coins were about the only means 
by which leaders of revolts could assert 
that a new independent state had come 
into being. 

Since the Renaissance period many 
Jewish and non-Jewish scholars have 
been interested In Jewish numismatics. 
But only since the beginning of the 20th 
century, particularly since 1945 when 
the Israel Numismatic Society was 
founded, have scholars actually living in 
Palestine taken an active interest In the 
study of ancient Jewish coinage. The 
Kadman Museum in Tel-Aviv under the 
directorship of Arle Kindler, and the Is- 
rael Museum in Jerusalem under 
Ya'akov Meshorer, contain outstanding 
collections, as do the Museum of the 
Church of Flagellation on the Via 
Dolorosa under Father A. Spljkerman 
O.F.M., the British Museum, the Vati- 
can and the Hermitage In Leningrad. 

Don't expect to see anything in Ju- 
dean coinage like the artistic merit and 
beauty of Creek coins, because the 


Second Commandment, which in those 
times was taken seriously, forbids one 
to "make a graven image." But re- 
member that for most of this period the 
Jews were struggling for their Indepen- 
dence, and turbulent times are not con- 
ducive to great craftmanship. It is cus- 
tomary to catalogue Judean coins ac- 
cording to A. Reifenberg's book Anc/enf 
Jewish Coins. 

In Persian times gold darics, silver 
sigloi, and the "owls" of Athens (the 
hard currency of the Eastern Mediterra- 
nean) circulated in the land. In the 4th 
century B.C. "Philisto-Arablan" 
(Graeco-Pho'eniclan) coins were issued 
In the important mercantile town of 
Gaza, possibly to pay mercenaries, and 
these were imitations of the Athenian 
owls. At this same time a small number 
of interesting silver coins were struck in 
Jerusalem, with the sanction of the Per- 
sian authorities, bearing the Aramaic 
inscription "Yehud" — the official name 
of the province Judea In Persian times. 
Some of these have a bird(?) falcon, 
others an owl, and yet others a bearded 
head with a diety on the reverse. It was 
only recently that the inscription was 
correctly Interpreted. With Alexander 
came sufficient currency from the mints 
of the conquerors, and when Judea 
came under the rule of Alexander's suc- 
cessors, the coinage of the Egyptian 
Ptolemies was first used and then that of 
the Syrian Seleuclds. 

It was thought for a long time that the 
first Hasmonean coinage was struck by 
Simon the High Priest 142-135 B.C., be- 
cause in I Macc. 15:17 Antiochus VII 
SIdetes of Syria while still a Pretender 
gave Simon leave "to coin money for thy 
country with thy stamp" in order to en- 
llst his help against the usurper 
Tryphon. It has since been shown that 
the "Simon" on the silver and bronze 
coins is the "Simon" of the Second Re- 
volt of 1 32 A.D., 260 years later. The bulk 
of Hasmonean coins is small bronzes 
and in accord with the Second Com- 
mandment contains no living beings — 
men nor animals. The emblems were 
copies from the late Seleucid coinage — 
anchors, flowers, stars, helmets, cor- 
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nucoplae, etc. The last Hasmonean 
Mattityah Antigonus minted a few coins 
with the seven branched candelabrum 
and shew-bread table as used in temple 
worship, and he also minted some very 
large bronzes — these latter were cast in 
a closed mould consisting of two sec- 
tions. For the most part, Hasmonean 
coins bear the inscription "X the High 
Priest and the council (assembly of el- 
ders) of the Jews," in ancient Hebrew 
script,but those of Alexander Yannai and 
of Mattityah Antigonus also carry the 
Creek inscriptions baziaeqz aaehanapoY 
BAziAEflz and antifoNoY respectively. 
Greek (Koine) was the lingua franca 
of the East in those days. 

The Hasmonean coins truly reflect the 
political and military events of this 
period. Although the early coins were 
made of good bronze with a copper 
content of 83%, those of Mattityah An- 
tigonus, the last of the line, were made 
of poor metal and contained 68% cop- 
per and 27% lead, the copper being 
necessary for the manufacture of 
weapons. One of the coins of John Hyr- 
canus II bears the letter "A," that is 
thought to stand for Antipater, the Idu- 
mean, father of Herod, who had suc- 
ceeded in becoming Hyrcanus' chief 
minister and had been appointed Epit- 
ropos (Procurator) by Julius Caesar. On 
another coin of John Hyrcanus II a 
political connotation is seen in the in- 
scription "Yehononan the High Priest, 
Head of the Council of the Jews," which 
refers to his elevation to the rank of 
Ethnarch by Julius Caesar in 47 8.C. The 
fabric of the coins of the warring Alex- 
ander Yannai deteriorated in weight, 
size and design, and fell from 3 grams to 
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Va gram, showing how wars can affect 
the finances of a state. This last king had 
no hesitation in massacring thousands 
of his own people in a revolt against 
him, caused by the feeling among his 
devout subjects that he was neglecting 
his priestly duties by being away at war 
too much. 

There is a story that on one day Alex- 
ander Yannai had 800 Jewish rebels 
crucified, and as they lay dying he let 
them watch their wives and children 
being slaughtered, while he himself was 
reclining at ease drinking wine and 
looking at the scene from among his 
concubines. Some scholars even think 
that this villain was the Wicked Priest in 
the Essene writings in the Dead Sea 
Scrolls. The latter Hasmoneans lost the 
ideals for which the first Mattityah and 
his sons had fought the Seleucids. An- 
tigonus entered into a treaty with the 
Parthians for the prosecution of the war 
against Herod and Hyrcanus M. 

Eventually Herod (the Great) was the 
winner, being proclaimed King of Judea 
by Rome in 40 B.C. He succeeded in 
conquering the Land of Israel and took 
Jerusalem in 37 B.C. He ruled over Judea 
for 34 years, and one of his wives was 
Mariamne, grand-daughter of the Has- 
monean John Hyrcanus II. Agrippa I was 
her grandson. 

Herod issued a large variety of bronze 
coins with various emblems — tripod, 
thymiaterion, caduceus, pomegranate, 
shield, helmet, aphlaston, palm branch, 
anchor, double and single cornucopiae, 
galley, and eagle. On his first coins with 
the tripod on the obverse and 
thymaterion on the reverse, the date, 
year three, is indicated by two different 
signs, L — gamma and T.R. He probably 
wished to accentuate that 37 B.C., when 
he conquered Jerusalem, was in fact the 
third year he had been appointed King 
by the Romans. 

His standard series with an anchor on 
the obverse and cornucopia on the re- 
verse was struck in great numbers, re- 
calling the maritime power of the king. 
One coin with an anchor and war galley, 
it has been suggested, is connected 
with the foundation of the harbor of

Caesarea by Herod about 10 B.C. Au- 
gustus had granted Herod the right to 
half the copper mines of Cyprus, which 
was a very important source of copper. 
A coin with an eagle Is thought to be 
connected with the golden eagle Herod 
erected overthe temple gate, which was 
torn down by zealous Jews who saw in 
this an act of profanation of the temple. 
Herod ordered these perpetrators to be 
burned alive. All Herodian coins are 
bronze and their inscriptions are in 
Greek. 

On his death Herod's son Archelaus 
was assigned Judea, Samaria, and 
Idumea by Augustus with the title of 
Ethnarch (not King like his father). Most 
of Archelaus' coins bear maritime sym- 
bols, possibly because he inherited 
Caesarea and Jaffa from Herod. His 
most common coin, however, shows a 
bunch of grapes, the distinctive fruit of 
the region of Judea on the obverse, 
while yet the reverse displays a crested 
helmet — a conspicuously pagan de- 
sign. With his banishment by the Ro- 
mans in 6 A.D., Herodian minting came 
to an end in Jerusalem, Its place being 
taken by the coins of the Procurators 
who ruled from Caesarea. 

Herod Antipas (Herod's second son, 4 
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B.C. — 39 A.D.) inherited Galilee and 
Peraea, east of Jordan, from his father. 
He only began to strike coins in the 24th 
year of his reign, in 19 — 20 A.D., after 
he had founded the city Tiberias on the 
shores of the Sea of Galilee in honor of 
the Emperor. Most of his coins have a 
palm tree design — branches or trees, 
and bunches of grapes, and are made of 
bronze of inferior quality. 

Herod's third son, Philip II (4 B.C. — 
34 A.D.), ruled over regions inhabited 
chiefly by non-Jews (Caulanitis, 
Batanea, Aurantis, and Trachonitis). For 
this reason he was the first Jewish ruler 
to use the effigy of Roman emperors on 
his coins, and these resemble those of 
other heathen rulers. The reverse of his 
coins bears a pagan temple, probably 
the temple of Augustus at Caesarea 
Philippi (Paneas) which he built. The 
coins of Herod Philip and Herod Antipas 
are extremely rare. 

Agrippa I was appointed King of the 
tetrarchy of Philip by Caligula in 37A.D. 
As a result of the intrigues of his sister 
Herodias, who was the wife of Herod 
Antipas, Antipas was exiled and his tet- 
rarchy was given to Agrippa I as well. 
When Caligula was murdered, the new 
Emperor Claudius granted Agrippa ad- 
ditional territory, and the land of Israel 
was once again under a single ruler. His 
most common coin was a small bronze 
depicting a royal parasol or canopy — a 
well known oriental symbol of monar- 
chy. All other coins of Agrippa on which 
his head or that of the Roman emperor 
appears were intended to serve areas 
inhabited by non-Jews. Agrippa I was 
the only Herod to be close to his Jewish 
subjects, who held him in high esteem. 

When Agrippa I died in 44 A.D., his 
son was only 17. Claudius considered 
Agrippa II too young to succeed to the 
throne, so the Procurator Cuspius 
Fadus ruled in his place at first. In 50 
A.D. the Chalcis region was placed 
under Agrippa's jurisdiction, and later 
some areas of Galilee and Peraea were 
added to his state. He ruled for some 
fifty tedious years under eight Em- 
perors, and as a client — King of the 
Romans he took part in the war against

his own nation when the temple was 
destroyed. His sister Berenice was the 
mistress of Titus, at that time comman- 
der of the Roman forces. 

Agrippa M's long series of coins is un- 
exciting. Two early ones bear his por- 
trait, the rest various emperors he 
served under — first Nero and then Ela- 
vians, Vespasian, Titus and Domitian, 
etc. The reverses, for the most part, 
feature the heathen goddesses Tyche or 
Nike, and sometimes cornucopiae, 
palm trees, or simply inscriptions. The 
Herodian coins contain copper (75%), 
tin (10%) and relatively much lead 
(15%). The Herods had no permission to 
strike silver coins. 

The Procurators ruled Judea from 
Caesarea from 6 — 41 A.D. , and 44 — 66 
A.D. when the First Jewish Revolt 
against Rome broke out. There were 13 
Procurators and five of them — 
Coponlus, Ambibulus, Valerius Gratus, 
Pontius Pilate, and Antonius Felix — 
minted coins in the name of the Em- 
peror in Caesarea, the administrative 
capital. Although relations between 
them and the Jews deteriorated consid- 
erably, none, with the exception of 
Pontius Pilate, minted any coins which 
could offend their Jewish subjects.

Whereas most of the emblems are 
palms, barley, cornucopiae, vines, am- 
phorae, etc., those of Pontius Pilate 
have provocative heathen cult objects 
such as simpulum (a ladle for libations) 
and a Lituus (augur's rod). 

Silver coinage which circulated in 
Judea at this time was the shekels of 
Tyre (every free adult Jew had to pay a 
half-shekel for temple dues annually) 
and Roman imperial silver, including 
the "tribute money" mentioned In 
Matthew. 

Coinage of the First Jewish Revolt 
Against Rome, 66-70 A.D. 

The majority of the Jewish population 
in Judea at this time was hardworking 
farmers without sufficient land at their 
disposal and small artisans. Except in 
Jerusalem the peasants lived in enlarged 
villages rather than cities and had to 
shoulder the bulk of the tax burdens, 
collected either by the agents of the 
procurators appointed by Rome or by 
the hated tax farmers. 

The national and social factors were 
flavored with religious schisms — the 
upper classes belonged to the 
Saducees, while the peasants and lower 


social groups like farmers, artisans, 
workers, and the lower priests (Levites) 
of Jerusalem belonged to the Pharisees 
whose Messianic hopes ran high. There 
were many outbursts against Rome in 
the 20 years preceding this first Revolt. 
Many of these were of a religious nature 
resulting from the insolence of the 
Roman soldiers in Jerusalem during the 
Feast of Passover, or the tearing up of 
the Holy Scrolls by these soldiers. 

There were a number of anti-Roman 
parties. The Pharisees believed that they 
had to have sufficient faith and patience 
until God himself established the King- 
dom of Heaven on earth. Zealots, on the 
other hand, believed that they would 
establish the Kingdom with their own 
hands and that God would come to their 
aid when they broke the yoke of Rome 
and that of the rich Jews who collabo- 
rated with the Romans. The Sicarii was a 
terrorist organization whose name was 
derived from the Sica, a curved dagger, 
which members concealed in their 
clothing. 

The High Priesthood had fallen to an 
alltime low, being nominated and dis- 
missed by the Procurators and Jewish 
vassal kings. The Procurators them- 
selves were incompetent, lacked un- 
derstanding, and trampled right and law 
under their feet. 

Antonius Felix (52-60 A.D.) exercised 
"imperial functions with all manner of 
cruelty and lust in the spirit of the slave" 
(Tacitus). His successor Alblnus (62-64 
A.D.) took bribes and plundered private 
and public treasuries. Gessius Florus 
(64-44 A.D.) was the last Procurator and 
also the worst. The people were deeply 
shocked when he sent troops to the 
Temple treasury for 17 talents on the 
pretence that the Emperor needed the 
money. A mock collection "for the poor 
unfortunate Florus" was taken up, and 
Florus resolved to extract bloody ven- 
geance. 

The revolt against the Romans 
gathered momentum, and Cestius Gal- 
lus, the Proconsul of Syria, was charged 
with the task of intervention. He had 
30,000 men, and part of these were 
routed by the Jewish warriors of 
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Jerusalem who set up an autonomous 
Jewish government. Military governors 
of various provinces were appointed 
and dispatched to their posts by the 
Jewish rebels, and at first the rebels 
were so successful that Rome appointed 
Titus Flavius Vespasianus (Vespasian) 
Commander-in-(ihief, and placed a 
large army at his disposal. He set off 
from Ptolemais (Acre) where he joined 
his son Titus in 67 A.D. to reconquer the 
province of Judea with 60,000 men. 
After Jotapata they went on to take the 
whole of Galilee, and in 68 A.D. held the 
whole country apart from Jerusalem and 
a few isolated fortresses like Masada 
and Herodium. Most of our knowledge 
of this war comes from the historian 
Josephus, who was at first Governor of 
Galilee but after his defeat at Jotapata by 
Vespasian went over to the Romans and 
described the war in great detail. 

Galba, Otho, and Vitelius became 
Emperors after Nero in quick succes- 
sion, and Vespasian was proclaimed 
Emperor in turn by his legions in the 
East, so he set out for Rome and left his 
son Titus to continue the campaign. The 
Romans besieged Jerusalem for over a 
year and at first tried to build high ram- 
parts to mount their battering rams and 
seige towers, but these were mined and 
the timber set on fire by the Jews who 
foraged out of Jerusalem. On one occa- 
sion Titus himself was lucky to escape 
capture. Though the Romans were 
superior in open warfare, the Jews were 
bolder in close fight and preferred 
death to slavery when called on to sur- 
render. The Romans then built a cir- 
cumvallatio (siege wall) to cut off all 
supplies to the city and starve it into 
submission. Famine soon became 
acute, and the population of 600,000 
suffered uncountable agonies. 

After terrible battles the walls were 
breached on the 9th of August, 70 A.D., 
the temple was burnt, and thousands 
were slaughtered in the Lower City. But 
it was not until the 7th of September that 
the Upper City fell, and on the morning 
of the 8th '"the sun rose over the smoky 
ruins of Jerusalem." 

Many prisoners were taken to Rome 


for the triumph, and Titus celebrated 
the victory with magnificent games in 
which 2500 captives perished in the am- 
phitheatre. So many captives were sold 
into slavery that the price of slaves 
dropped considerably — (the price of a 
slave was half the value of an ass). 
Herodium was destroyed in 72 A.D., 
and Masada held out until 73 A.D. 
when the defenders all killed each 
other rather than surrender to the Ro- 
mans. 

Although the "thick" shekels (issued 
in each of the 5 years of the war) have 
been known for 900 years, controversy 
has raged for the past 200 years over 
when they were issued. It was only In 
the last 30 years or so that the question 
was definitely settled — that they were 
minted during the First Jewish Revolt 
against Rome. 

Many famous numismatists — De 
Saulcy, Medden, Cavedoni, C.F. Hill, 
etc., have made outstanding contribu- 
tions in regard to this question and to 
other aspects of Jewish numismatics. 
Hill's volume on Palestine published in 
1914 was, and still is, a great work. He 
relied on epigraphic evidence for his 
dating of the shekels; also he was able 
to examine the huge volume of coins in 
the British Museum which had been ac- 
quired from L. Hamburger in 1908. Is- 
raeli numismatists — Reifenberg, Kad- 
man, Kindler, and others have settled 
the question on historical, archaeologi- 
cal, and numismatic evidence. 

In this war, coins were issued 
anonymously, although it seems likely 
that the right to strike coins was vested 
in the High Priest. Both silver and 
bronze coins were issued and like many 
other coins in antiquity were a symbol 
of independence to affirm that a foreign 
yoke had been thrown off. 

The silver shekels (Years 1-5) and 
half-shekels (Years 1-3) have a chalice 
with pearls on the rim on the obverse, 
with date above the inscription "Shekel 
(or half-shekel) of Israel." On the re- 
verse is a stem with 3 fruits (pomegra- 
nates?) and the inscription "Jerusalem 
the Holy." The script is a variation of the 
Hebrew script then in current use. The

of war, but redemption was a Messianic 
hope. The feeling was strong in Judea 
that the Roman Empire was crumbling 
to pieces as Divine punishment for its 
assault on Judea — how wrong they 
were! 

The Judea Capta coins issued by the 
Romans to celebrate their victory in the 
war were issued to take the place of the 
coins of the Procurators and were 
minted in Caesarea. They naturally 
showed no concern for Jewish sen- 
sibilities at this stage, and have Vespa- 
sian or Titus on the obverse and Nike 
(the goddess of Victory) writing on a 
shield on the reverse. Another coin 
shows Titus on the obverse, and on the 
reverse the figure of Judea seated 
mourning, with her hands tied behind 
her back at the foot of a trophy. The 
inscription is in Greek: Iovaaiaz 
EAAWKVIA 2 (Vanquished Judea). Domi- 
tian continued to mint coins but these 
are not considered part of the Judea 
Capta series. 

Many types of Judea Capta coins were 
issued in Rome in bronze, silver, and 
gold, with Latin inscriptions. These 
were used throughout the Empire dur- 
ing the entire reigns of Vespasian and 
Titus. 

Coinage of the Second Jewish Revolt 
Against Rome 132-135 A.D. 

After the destruction of the Temple 
and Jerusalem, there were spasmodic 
Jewish revolts in Judea and in the Dias- 
pora (Jewish dispersion outside the 
Land of Israel). Then in 132 A.D. when 
the Emperor Hadrian announced his 
intention to found a city in Jerusalem to 
replace the one razed to the ground and 
name jt Aelia Capitolina, and on the site 
of the Temple proposed to erect a pagan 
temple dedicated to Jupiter, the Second 
Jewish Revolt against Rome broke out. 
Its military leader was Simon Bar 
Kochba, and he was supported by Rabbi 
Akiva, who saw in him a Messiah. 

The war lasted for three years and 
was, if anything, more bloody and cruel 
than the First Revolt. Hadrian sent his 
best commanders Including Julius 
Severus, Governor of Britain, to quell it.

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About 1000 Jewish settlements and half 
a million Jewish rebels were either 
slaughtered by the Romans or died of 
hunger and disease. The Romans, too, 
suffered enormous casualties. Dio Cas- 
sius, the 3rd century historian from 
whom much of the knowledge of the 
2nd Revolt is obtained, wrote that Had- 
rian's losses were so heavy that in writ- 
ing to the Senate he omitted the cus- 
tomary phrase: "'If you and your chil- 
dren are in health, it is well; I and the 
Legions are in health." In spite of the 
insurgents' early successes in which 
they took extensive areas of Judea and 
held Jerusalem for some time, the Ro- 
mans adopted the strategy of sur- 
rounding Jewish fortresses to prevent 
food from reaching them, and eventu- 
ally the war reached its inevitable con- 
clusion. Bar Kochbaand his men madea 
final stand at Bethar in the Judean hills 
where most, including their leader, 
were slaughtered. 

It is interesting that, until very re- 
cently and apart from historical docu- 
ments, coins were the only tangible evi- 
dence of the Bar Kochba Revolt against 
Rome. There was no Josephus in this 
war to record the intimate day by day 
details, and Bar Kochba and his men 
were to some extent folk figures in 
Jewish History — like Hercules or King 
Arthur in other nations. But in 1960, 
during a search through caves in the 
Judean hills, an archaeological expedi- 
tion under Prof. Yigael Yadin found the 
letters of Bar Kochba himself written in 
Aramaic and Greek. These are mostly 
dispatches to his field commanders and 
show him to have been a very tough 
character indeed, as seen from this let- 
ter: 

"From Simon bar Kosiba to Yeshua 
bar Galgoula and to the men of the 
fort. Peace. I take heaven to witness 
against me that unless you mobilize 
the Galileans who are with you, every 
man I will put fetters on your feet as I 
did to ben Aphlul." 

The Israel Coins and Medals Corpora- 
tion struck a medal to celebrate this re- 
markable find. 

The coins of this Revolt represent the

finest era of Jewish numismatics, even 
considering the turbulent times. They 
are to some extent based on the coins of 
the First Revolt, with the name "Zion" 
replaced by ^'Israel" in this war. 

The coin types depict the hopes of the 
Jews after the destruction of the Temple 
by the Romans some 60 years previ- 
ously, and It is evident from the symbols 
that Jews at that time lived mostly ag- 
ricultural lives. Other symbols depict 
musical Instruments and sacred vessels 
which had been used in Temple rituals. 

They were all overstruck on coins 
current in Judea at the outbreak of the 
War — provincial tetradrachms of Anti- 
och, Roman denarii, provincial drachms 
and local bronze coins. Often the coin 
on which they were struck can still be 
identified. The coins were issued over a 
period of a little more than 3 years and 
those of Years 1 and 2 are dated. Coins 
of Year 1 bear the inscription "For the 
Redemption of Israel"; those of Year 2 
"For the Freedom of Israel"; and those 
of Year 3 "For the Freedom of 
Jerusalem." The latter probably ex- 
presses the hope of returning to 
Jerusalem when the City had already 
fallen to the Romans. 

The large silver tetradrachms average 
14 gm. In weight and have on the ob-

hoped to rebuild. On the reverse is de- 
picted a lulav — symbolic of the Feast of 
Tabernacles. The denarii (3 gm.) depict 
a large number of emblems all used in 
various die combinations — wreath 
around legend, bunch of grapes, juglet, 
lyre, kithara, pair of trumpets, and palm 
branches. There are four denomina- 
tions of bronze coins, a system taken 
over from the city coinage then current 
in the Land of Israel: 

(1) Large coins of Years 1 and 2 — a 
wreath surrounding legend and am- 
phora, 

(2) Medium — a palm tree and vine, 

(3) Small medium — a wreath sur- 
rounding a palm branch and a lyre or a 
Kithara, 

(4) Small bronzes — palm tree and 
bunch of grapes. 

Coins of Year 1 refer to ''Simon Prince 
of Israel," whereas on coins of Year 2 
and 3 "Simon" only. Some coins of Year 
1 are inscribed with the name "Eleazar

the Priest" and this probably refers to 
Rabbi Eleazar of Modin as High Priest — 
designate for the Temple about to be 
rebuilt by the insurgents, which never 
came to be. 

These coins were the last of the Sec- 
ond Temple period, and bring us to the 
end of our look at ancient Judean coin- 
age. It was not until1948, when the State 
of Israel was established, that coins is- 
sued by a sovereign Jewish authority 
were again minted.

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Gravimetric Characteristics of 
Greek Silver Coins: A Survey

Even if the most apparent dimensions of numismatics are the 
historical and the aesthetic, there is a third dimension which is 
not quite as obvious but nevertheless quite important. This is 
the metrological dimension, which includes gravimetric data. 
When we know the specific gravity of a coin, we are often in a 
much better position to appreciate its economic functions.’ 
Moreover, such data can often be of help in confirming what we 
might learn about the coin from other historical sources. 


Some of the most notable advances in 
numismatics during the past five or six 
decades have resulted from close at- 
tention to the gravimetric data of vari- 
ous series. When Barclay V. Head pub- 
lished the second edition of his still very 
useful Historia Numorum in 1911, the 
use of gravimetric data in numismatics 
was only in its beginnings. Although 
Head paid fairly consistent attention to 
the weights of gold and silver coins (but 
not bronze coins), he seems to have 
been almost completely oblivious to 
their fineness. I have only been able to 
find, in fact, one mention of specific 
gravity in all of the gigantic Historia 
Numorum.^ There is also virtually no 
such data in the great museum works on 
Greek coinage, such as the British 
Museum catalogues and the far more 
recent catalogues of the Danish Na- 
tional Museum (1942 ff., with some vol- 
umes still in preparation). 

A notable effort to understand the 
monetary relations of an important area 
of Creek coinage with the aid of 
gravimetric data was Walther 
Ciesecke'sS/c/7/a Numismatica (Leipzig, 
1923), even if some of his conclusions 
about the Sicilian coinage are no longer 
tenable. One of the most valuable fea- 
tures of Agnes Brett's outstanding 
Catalogue of Creek Coins (in the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts) published In 1955 
is the table of the specific gravities of the 
electrum coinages of Lesbos, Ionia and 
Phokaia. The brilliant study of the Car- 


thaginian gold and electrum coins by C. 
K. Jenkins and R. B. Lewis (1963) makes 
extensive use of gravimetric data. In 
fact, we are now perhaps justified In 
saying that descriptions of coins of the 
Carthaginian gold and electrum series 
are rather pointless If they do not in- 
clude the specific gravities. In the area 
of Byzantine gold coinage some rather 
spectacular strides have been made in 
the last two or three decades by close 
attention to gravimetric data. Alas, there 
is still little attention being paid to the 
gravimetric data on Greek silver coin- 
ages and their implications. 

Prior to a discussion of some of the 
implications of the gravimetric data 
given in the table presented in this arti- 
cle, a word of caution is in order con- 
cerning the interpretation of the 
specific gravities in relation to fineness. 
Cteek silver coins were not the product 
of highly sophisticated refining 
methods such as those developed dur- 
ing the course of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.^ Traces of lead and gold are often 
to be found In them, and such traces 
could account for the fact that in a few 
Instances I have found specific gravities 
actually a bit higher than that of pure 
silver (Hyria, Thasos, Athens, Egypt). 
Pure copper has a specific gravity of 8.% 
and pure silver about 10.54. The 
theoretical (calculated) relation of bi- 
nary silver-copper alloys is manifested 
on a graph by an almost, but not quite, 
straight line. I find that modern coins 
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with the legal fineness of 500/1000 (e.g., 
the German silver coins of 1925-1933) 
have a specific gravity of around 9.6, 
those of 800/1000 about 10.14 and those 
of 900/1000 about 10.3, but these rela- 
tions vary slightly depending on smelt- 
ing and striking procedures. We can 
assume even greater variations in the 
case of Greek silver coins, especially in 
view of the trace elements that are pres- 
ent In them, notably gold and lead, both 
of which have a tendency to increase 
the specific gravities. (Lead has a 
specific gravity of 11.34 and gold 19.3.) 
In the case of Athenian silver we might 
conjecture that the commercially very 
important tetradrachms, both of the 
Old Style and the New Style, had a legal"* 
fineness of 23/24 (958/1000) or higher. 

Another complication in relating 
specific gravities of Greek silver coins to 
their fineness results from the frequent 
presence of the hard, gray-black corro- 
sion which has formed on them as a 
result of centuries of burial in soil which 
has interacted with the metal, a process 
which scarcely takes place in the case of 
gold. The hard, gray-black corrosion 
material has a tendency to lower the 
specific gravities of the silver coins to 
which it tenaciously adheres. As an 
example, the two Syrian tetradrams 
from the reign of Philippos Philadel- 
phos (B.C. 92-83) listed in the table are 
rather heavily corroded, especially the 
one with a specific gravity of only 9.16. 

An enigmatic instance are the two 
coins of Colchis, the specific gravities of 
which are 9.0 and 8.1. Head {Historia 
Numorum, p. 495) notes that the silver 
coins of this anachronistically archaic 
type are of base silver. These speci- 
mens, however, have a typically bright 
silvery color. I conjecture that they are 
of silver-tin alloy, since tin has a much 
lower specific gravity than either silver 
or copper. These specific gravities 
would rule out the possibility of a binary 
silver-copper alloy in view of the color. 

Generally speaking, the fineness of a 
silver series has a tendency to decline In 
the course of time, a phenomenon not 
confined to ancient coinage, as Ameri- 
cans have recently experienced from 


the pathetic decay of their own coinage 
standards. In the case of various regal 
series it is interesting to compare the 
decline in fineness with the known 
dates of the kings. Notable in this regard 
are the Cappadocian and Syrian 
(Seleucid) series. When it comes to the 
Bactrian series, where regnal years are 
known only vaguely and tentatively, 
gravimetric data have probably not 
been hitherto sufficiently exploited in 
establishing the chronological se- 
quences. In the case of the very few 
''Greek" silver coinages struck under 
Roman hegemony (e.g., Caesareia and 
Mauretania; Head pp. 752 and 888) we 
find heavily alloyed silver paralleling 
that used in contemporary Roman de- 
narii. Later Parthian silver is also heavily 
alloyed. 

A neat example of the decline of fine- 
ness is shown in the three coins of Loc- 
ris in the table (Head p. 336). We know 
from historical accounts that the coins 
of the Lokroi Opontioi are before 338 
B.C., while those of the Lokroi Hypok- 
nemidioi originated after this date, 
which is that of the battle of 
Chaironeia.® My data on the specific 
gravities of these pieces would seem 
to be in keeping with the general 
principle. 

In the case of the three "diobols" (as 
they are usually called in the literature 
on them) of Tarentum weighing 1.05g, 
1.005 and 0.758g, we have declining 
specific gravity (and presumably fine- 
ness) along with declining weights. 
However, there is also a third parallel 
factor here: Variations in the same basic 
type. The first piece has Herakles 
kneeling in his struggle with the lion. 
On the second he Is standing to the 
right and on the third he is standing to 
the left. Could these variations have 
been deliberately employed to indicate 
changed (i.e., lowered) standards of 
fineness analogous to the use of arrows 
at the dates of United States silver coins, 
for example, after the substantial weight 
reduction 1853? We need more 
gravimetric data on this series in order 
to be able to give a final answer to such a 
question. 
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Many elaborate theories have been 
advanced to explain the unusual design 
of the fourth century silver coins of Is- 
trus, namely the two heads positioned 
upwards and downwards. The speci- 
men I examined would seem to have a 
composition of half silver, half copper. 
Does the design allude to this fact? 

The second piece listed from Kalche- 
don, a town on the Bosporus opposite 
Byzantium, apparently has a fineness of 
500/1000. Could the half-bull on It, in 
contrast to the first piece listed, be an 
indication of a half-silver, half-copper 
alloy? 

The table given here lists the specific 
gravities of 143 Greek silver coins. They 
were obtained with Ohaus Class-P- 
Metric weights and a portable balance 
of my own construction with a beam 
approximately 38 cm long. The coins 
were suspended at room temperature 
in distilled water by means of a very 
thin, single-strand nylon thread. The 
arrangement of the pieces follows 
closely the geographical arrangement 
employed by Head. The numbers In the 


left column refer to the pages In Head's 
Historia Numorum (1911 edition), which 
is the most readily available, large gen- 
eral reference work on Creek coins. 
Then follow the weights In grams and 
the specific gravities. I have omitted the 
denominations since they are generally 
obvious from Head's data and since 
some of them are really not known with 
absolute certainty. In most cases I have 
not given the inscriptions except where 
they were useful in distinguishing the 
coin from others of the same type. 

It is hoped that the following table will 
be useful not only in throwing more 
light on the economic functions of 
Greek silver coins and their historical 
backgrounds, but also in the detection 
of counterfeits, which are ail too com- 
mon among Greek silver coins. It is also 
my wish that cataloguers of Greek silver 
coins will henceforth be influenced to 
include a very important aspect of de- 
scriptions in their catalogues that has 
been sorely neglected in view of its po- 
tential value for clearing up some mys- 
teries in this important field.

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Embossed "Shell" Cards 

It has always seemed surprising to me that the series of embossed (shell) cards has 
been so neglected by numismatists over the years. Although they are among the 
more attractive and unusual numismatic items Issued during the latter part of the 
nineteenth century, very little has been written about them. Perhaps one reason for 
their limited popularity is that, with a few exceptions, they are all quite scarce, 
making it difficult for today's exonumist to assemble a sizeable or even representa- 
tive collection. 


Shell cards first made their appear- 
ance a few years after the end of the 
Civil War; the majority of them were 
issued between 1867 and the end of the 
1870's. While a small number had some 
"good for" value included as part of 
their inscription, most were circulated 
as advertising business cards. As the 
name of the series would imply, they 
were manufactured of a shell construc- 
tion, with a paper filling between the 
obverse and reverse and an overlapping 
metal rim to hold the two sides to- 
gether. The most commonly issued 
types had an embossed design (often in 
imitation of the obverse of a seated Lib- 
erty silver dollar or a Liberty twenty 
dollar gold piece) on one side, whilethe 
other contained an advertisement of the 



issuing merchant; this side would either 
be embossed or printed on cardboard. 
The embossed portions of these cards 
were on thin pieces of brass which were 
often gilted or silvered. Another popu- 
lar type of card consisted of an 
embossed advertisement on one side 
and a mirror on the reverse. 

A part of the inscription on many of 
these cards is a patent date, either June 
16, 1868, or Sept. 5, 1876. My curiosity 
about these dates, and exactly what the 
patent was issued for, culminated in a 
trip to the U.S. Patent Office. A search 
of the records turned up patent number 
78923, issued June 16, 1868, to Henry H. 
Browne of Mount Vernon, New York. It 
is entitled, "Improvement in Advertis- 
ing Devices," and describes "a new and 
useful Improvement in Pocket-Mirror 
Business Cards." As the patent states, 
"This invention consists in the combi- 
nation of a business card with a mirror, 
the former being placed on or at the 
back of the mirror, and being either in 
one piece rimmed over the edge of the 
mirror or connected therewith (if sepa- 
rate from the back of the mirror) by a 
metallic or other suitable rim, substan- 
tially as herein described. I combine 
therewith also a pin-cushion." 

After several paragraphs detailing the 
construction and features of the "in- 
vention," the patent description con- 
cludes as follows: "What 1 claim as new, 
and desire to secure by Letters Patent, Is 
— A new article of manufacture, the de- 
vice herein described, the same con- 
sisting of the business-card (b) and the 
mirror (a), which are retained together 
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by the rim (c), whose periphery is per- 
forated, and the parts thereby form a 
combined business-card, mirror, and 
pin-cushion, substantially as specified." 
Shown here is the page of Browne's 
patent papers which illustrates his de- 
sign. 

As can be seen by the above, the only 
thing patented is a combination busi- 
ness card and mirror, with a pin cushion 
on the rim. It is strange, therefore, that 
none of the cards with the 1868 patent 
date have been seen with a pin cushion ; 
this feature is found only on those cards 
with the later patent date, and they are 
quite a bit thicker than the earlier types. 
Incidentally, the 1876 patent is only a 
reissue of the 1868 patent. It should also 
be pointed out that many ot the cards 
without the mirror reverse have the 1868 
patent date on them, even though no 
part of them was patented! 

Arlie Slabaugh, in a Numismatic 
Scrapbook article, advances the theory 
that the idea tor this type ot business 
CSifd came from Gault's encased post- 
age stamps of the Civil War era. What- 
ever the reason^ it seems likely that due 
to their resemblance to U.S. coins, 
some of them could have been passed 
on the unwary as legal tender. 

Embossed cards were manufactured 
by several firms, some of them well 
known die sinkers of the period. The 
following list is by no means complete: 
Murdock & Spencer, Cincinnati, Ohio; 
A. Demarest, New York City; Key & 
Company, Philadelphia, Penna.; Joseph 
j. Sayre, Cincinnati, Ohio; J.F.W. Dor- 
man, Baltimore, Md.; Richards & Markt, 
New York City; and T.N. Hickcox & 
Company, New York City. 

Fortunately for collectors of the 
series, there is an excellent listing of 
embossed cards. Published by the 
Token and Medal Society serially in 
their journal during 1961 and 1962, It 
catalogs over eight hundred varieties. 
As with any list of this sort. It is by no 
means complete, and unlisted varieties 
frequently are discovered. 

Now let's take a look at some em- 
bossed cards: 



Figure 1, an unlisted card, advertises 
one of the manufacturers of shell cards, 
or as Richards & Markt called them, 
"Silver Dollar & $20. Gold Piece Busi- 
ness Cards." The liberty seated design, 
dated 1867, is found on many cards; 
often they were silvered, adding to their 
similarity to the U.S. silver dollar of the 
period. 

The liberty head twenty dollar gold 
piece shown in Figure 2 was copied on a 
large number of shell cards; most were 
dated 1868. This card, advertising the 
business of Purinton & Ham, Dover, 
N.H., was not included in the TAMS 
listing. 



Figures 3 through 5, all bearing the 
1868 patent date, have the mirror re- 
verse specified in Henry H. Browne's 
patent. None, however, have the pin 
cushion feature in the rim. 


Illustrations are reproduced 85% of actual size. 
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Figures 6 and 7 also have the 1868 
patent date, but instead of having a 
mirror on the reverse, they have 
cardboard pictures of attractive ladies. 


Figures 8 and 9 advertise circus ex- 
travaganzas, a topic quite popular with 
many collectors today. They both utilize 
the same type reverse, which advertises 
the balloon air ship, "'City of Paris" — 
undoubtedly a thrilling sight to the 
viewers of that era! 

And finally. Figures 10, 11 and 12 show 
embossed cards with unusual reverse 
designs. — D.E.S. 




A Canadian Ku Klux Klan Token 

Most people think of the Klan as primarily a Southern 
states phenomena. Some people, more acquainted with 
KKK history, are aware that the Eastern and Mid-Western 

states were once bastions of KKK Strength. HOWevet, feW Of 
us are cognizant of the fact that the Klan was also active in 
Canada. When one considers the number of Confederate 
soldiers who fled to our northern neighbor and settled 
there, this Is really not all that surprising. 

Pictured here, for the first time, is a membership token 
for the Canadian Klan. This 30.5mm bronze, plain edged 
token carries typical Klan legends as well as the Canadian 
beaver. The central device on the reverse below the beaver 
Is a rebus standing for the well known Klan expression, "A 
Klansman I Am." ► 
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This token is not listed in the recently published booklet on Ku Klux Klan tokens 
and is quite rare. Perhaps one of our Canadian readers can give us more information 
about it.

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Fantasy Bars Catalogued 
by Ed Fleischmann 

A number of collectors have sent Wells Fargo bars to ANACS for certification 
recently. Over the past half dozen years v^e have compiled a "catalog" of these 
fantasy pieces. The first article appeared In The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine, 
Feb. 1974, pages 180-184, followed by a four part series in Coin World's Collectors 
Clearinghouse on Feb. 25th, March 3rd and March 10th, 1976. Now we add a few 
more obverses in a series starting this month In The Numismatist. Included in our 
"catalog" are bars purportedly issued by other companies such as The Pacific Co., 
Parsons and Company Assayers and others. 


Many of these pieces have been ad- 
vertised, primarily in non-numismatic 
papers, as "Genuine Pewter Paper- 
weights." On the face of it, the ads were 
absolutely innocent and certainly were 
not illegal (and we are not about to get 
Into a discussion of ethics!). Neither the 
ad copy nor the bars themselves make 
any claim to content of precious metal. 
The inherent danger In these "silver 
bars" is that succeeding buyers prob- 
ably will never be told that they were 
originally purchased as pewter paper- 
weights and could be led to believe that 
they do contain silver or gold. 

Some years ago we were offered one 
of these Wells Fargo bars at a store in 
Central City, Colo. The asking price was 
$35 and the bar was represented by the 
sales clerk as being made of silver. Back 
in 1974 we examined a seven ounce bar 
that was supposedly made by Moffat & 
Co. The owner of that bar included his 
invoice showing that he had paid a West 
Coast trading company $100 for the 
"silver ingot" (quoted directly from the 
invoice). Specific gravity testing done 
on that bar, and on other submitted 
later, showed that they did not contain 
any silver in the alloy. Appearance and 
feel bore out that conclusion. 

While this article may be simply a 
re-rehash of earlier articles, these bars 
could fool a number of collectors who 
hadn't read the original articles, or 
who've forgotten that they had been 
printed.

Originated and administered by David R. Cervin, the Roman Coin Project is a program specially designed for junior 
members of the ANA to earn Roman and Byzantine coins for their activities in numismatics. Up to eight coins can be earned, 
four Roman coins in the initial program, and four Byzantine coins in the advanced section. 

In the initial program, the first three coins can be earned from numismatic participation in three of six categories: 
educational presentations, exhibiting, writing, club office, show committee chairmanship, or receiving a badge in numis- 
matics from your youth group. The fourth coin must be earned by completing the ANA's Young Numismatists Correspon- 
dence Course. In the advance program coin number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by 
signing up two additional members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic 
publication, and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the program.

Perseverance is its own reward — as Joyce Cochrane, Ashville, N.C., has found 
out. On February 23, 1976, over three years ago, Joyce earned her first Roman coin, 
an AE-4 of Constantius II, 337-361, for bringing a program to her coin club. She was 
only 13 at the time, but this first coin whetted her appetite for more; so, at approxi- 
mately half year intervals she earned three more Roman coins and three Byzantine 
coins. 


With these seven coins, Joyce re- 
cently exhibited at the Tennessee 
Numismatic Association State Show at 
Chattanooga. Competing with adults in 
the ancient category, Joyce grabbed a 
third in a field of five contestants, in 
itself a pleasing accomplishment. But 
more than that, Joyce has become the 
eighth junior to complete the Roman 
Coin Project. 

What coin did Joyce receive for this 
accomplishment? A bronze follls of 
Constantine VIII, sole emperor of the 
Byzantine Empire from A.D. 1025 to 
1028. (He was co-emperor with Basil II 
from 976 to 1025. The coin Joyce earned 
was probably struck while Constantine 
was sole emperor.) It shows the facing 
bust of Christ with nimbus (halo) and 
cruciger (cross) faintly visible; distinctly 
visible in right field is XC, the first and 
last letters of Christ in (ireek, an ab- 
breviation for Christ that may be found 
on coins up to the sixteenth century. 
The reverse is in fine condition and 
reads: +lhSyS / XRISTVS/ 
bASILEy / bASILE. 

Even though you probably can't read 
Greek or Latin, you can decipher the 
first two words as JESUS CHRIST. The 
last two words translate KING OF 
KINGS. Sear identifies it as #1818. 


This coin is the first bronze coin to 
carry the portrait of Christ. Justinian II 
(685-695) was the first to place Christ's 
portrait on a coin, but the metal was 
gold. Only a few more in gold were Is- 
sued until the mid eleventh century. 
Thus the bronze portraits of Christ by 
Basil II and Constantine VIII are not 
early only insofar as any portrait of 
Christ is concerned, but they rank with 
the very first in bronze. 

Did Joyce receive anything else for 
completing the RCP? Yes, as a bonus 
she received a coin of Arcadius, A.D. 
383-408, which has, on the reverse, 
three rulers standing: Arcadius, 
Theodosius II, and Honorius. It is from 
the Antioch mint, first workroom. Sear 
Identifies it as No. 4155. All completors 
of the RCP receive a bonus coin, making 
nine coins in ail. She also received a 
booklet on early Anno Domini dated 
coins. 

Any junior can follow the example set 
by Joyce Cochrane. For while it may 
seem at times like a long journey to 
reach completion of the Roman Coin 
Project, with determined effort and 
perseverance anyone can earn nine an- 
cient coins, enriching both their collec- 
tion and their understanding of this 
"Hobby of Kings." Join In the fun!

Visit our monuments to the past — 
listen to the echoes of yesterday, but be 
not mistaken. St. Louis, once consid- 
ered the last outpost of East Coast cul- 
ture, remains today a fascinating river 
city metropolis with resources which 
few cities anywhere can match. 

A gateway long before the first sur- 
veyor's stake gave it permanency, St. 
Louis is commemorated in history and 
honored in monument as the Gateway 
to the West.

ANA Board Meeting Summary Report 
February, 1979 

The board of governors held its regular midyear meeting at the Antlers hotel in 
downtown Colorado Springs on February 5 and 6, 1979. President Grover Criswell 
presided at all sessions with the following in attendance: vice president George 
Hatie, and governors Virgil Hancock, Kurt Krueger, Charles O'Donnell, John jay 
Pittman, F. Morton Reed, Florence Schook and Adna G. Wilde. Others in attendance 
were executive vice president Edward C. Pochette, legal counsel Richard Duster- 
berg, treasurer William C. Henderson, and assistant to the executive vice president 
Ruthann Brettell. (All actions by the board were by unanimous vote unless otherwise 
stated.) 


In addition to the foregoing, assistant 
to the executive vice president Kenneth 
L. Hallenbeck was present at some ses- 
sions, and the numismatic press was 
represented at the open sessions by 
editor N. Neil Harris of The Numis- 
matist, editor Arnold jeffcoat of 
Numismatic News and editor Margo 
Russell of Coin World, 

At their request, Eileen Johnson and 
Mary Ann Fisk of the Pikes Peak Justice 
and Peace Committee appeared before 
the board and made a plea that it adopt a 
resolution protesting the sale of 
krugerrands In this country. Their 
proposed resolution was referred to 
legal counsel. 

Membership Related Items 

Further consideration was given to 
establishing a Life Membership Trust for 
the isolation and preservation of life 
membership funds. Legal counsel 
Dusterberg presented the draft of a plan 
that, with minor amendments, was ap- 
proved tentatively. The assets of the 
Trust would be frozen for a period of 
twenty-five years, at which time the 
Trust would expire and the funds would 
revert to the ANA. After final approval 
by the board of governors, the pro- 
posed plan must be submitted to the 
internal Revenue Service with a request 
for a tax exemption ruling. 

The action of last August at Houston 
that Increased the life membership fee 
from $350 to $450 was rescinded, and 
approval was given to refunding $100 to 
anyone who had paid the $450 fee since 
August (several had). 

Having approved a membership drive 
during the period of July 1 through De- 
cember 31, 1979, the board set the 


prizes for the top member recruiters as: 
first prize — payment of the winner's 
round trip airfare, hotel room and a per 
diem to be approved to the next annual 
convention; second prize — payment 
of the winner's round trip airfare and 
tuition to the next summer seminar. 
Officers and employees of ANA are not 
eligible for a prize and, in fairness to all 
members, applications with printed 
signatures will not be counted toward 
prizes. 

Further regarding the membership 
drive, the ANA is to create a suitable 
design and have a special medal pro- 
duced to be dispensed within the drive 
period as follows: one bronze to each 
new regular or junior member; one 
silver to each new life member; one 
bronze to each proposer of a new life 
member or five new regular or junior 
members (only one proposer per new 
member), such bronze to be awarded 
cumulatively to such proposers; and 
one silver to each proposer of ten new 
life members or twenty-five new regular 
or junior members (only one proposer 
per new member), to be awarded 
cumulatively to such proposers. 

As an Incentive to get members to pay 
dues for more than one year at a time, 
the following schedule offering a cost 
per year savings was approved , effective 
for this year 1979: $40 for three years, 
and $60 for five years. If, at any time 
during the period for which dues have 
been paid, the member wishes to con- 
vert to life membership, the full amount 
of dues paid for the period will be cred- 
ited toward the then prevailing life 
membership fee. Those members who 
have already paid $15 dues for 1979 may. 
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prior to July 1, remit an additional $25 to 
be paid up for 1980 and 1981, or $45 and 
be paid up through 1983. 

Starting with the year 1980, all dues 
paying members are to be issued plastic 
membership cards covering the period 
(one, three or five years) for which they 
pay dues. 

Building and Equipment Additions 

Directions were given that the $10,000 
already donated to the building fund be 
used, to the extent necessary, for hav- 
ing soil tests and architectural plans and 
specifications made for an addition to 
the headquarters building. 

In a drive for building addition funds, 
the following categories for donors 
were approved: Grand Benefactor — a 
donor of $25,000 or more; Benefactor — 
a donor of $10,000 to $24,999; Grand 
Patron — a donor of $5,000 to $9,999; 
Patron — a donor of $2,000 to $4,999; 
Donor — one who gives up to $1,^99. 
Any donor may contribute additional 
amounts from time to time with a view 
to raising himself to a higher category. 
Donations of $10 or more will be pub- 
lished as in the past. 

Approval was given for an expendi- 
ture of up to $12,500 for new print shop 
equipment for use at headquarters. This 
equipment will effect appreciable sav- 
ings for certain printing jobs over hav- 
ing them done outside. 

Disciplinary Actions 

Based on reports from the executive 
vice president's office on formal com- 
plaints brought against members, the 
following actions were taken, by 
unanimous vote In each case. 

Expelled Gene Drake, R-87435 of Azie, 
Texas, for failure to answer official ANA 
correspondence regarding alleged sale 
of counterfeit coins. 

Expelled M. David Hargrave, R-82344 
of Naranja, Fla., for failure to answer 
official ANA correspondence regarding 
alleged nonpayment for coins received. 

Expelled Mrs. Oda A. Mallory, 
R-66695 (known also as Mrs. O. Burgess) 
of Hamilton, Bermuda, for failure to 
answer official ANA correspondence 
regarding alleged nonpaymentforcoins 
received. 


Expelled Alex A. Ntim, R-93413 of 
Accra, Ghana, W. Africa, for failure to 
answer official ANA correspondence 
regarding alleged failure to pay for coins 
and bank notes received. 

Expelled Jay Parrino, R-86898 of "The 
Mint," Kansas City, Mo., for failure to 
pay ANA advertising fees. 

Approved reinstatement of Jeffrey 
Cushing, former member R-73309 of 
Framingham, Mass, (expelled at the 
August 1978 board meeting) upon con- 
dition that he pay back dues. 
Conventions 

Since the convention fund shows a 
deficit and the reward fund has an 
ample reserve, it was voted to discon- 
tinue transferring $25 from each bourse 
fee to the reward fund, retroactive to 
the 1978 Houston convention. A vote of 
thanks was extended to all who were 
instrumental in making the Houston 
convention a success, especially to the 
local committee members and rep- 
resentatives of the press. 

The executive vice president's com- 
mittee's recommended list of bourse 
dealers for the 1979 St. Louis convention 
was reviewed and approved. The 393 
accepted were chosen by a grading 
system from among all who applied for 
a bourse table. 

Fees for bourse tables at the St. Louis 
convention were set as follows: $5(X) 
per single table; $750 per single table 
with a backdrop; and twice these 
amounts for double tables. In drawing 
for table locations, those with 
backdrops will be drawn separately, and 
backdrops will be cleared by security. 

Relative to convention medals and 
medallic badges, approval was given to 
discontinuing those in gold, such as 
have been produced for recent con- 
ventions, and to offer a Vh inch bronze 
version of the regular medal. The latter 
will be a limited issue available at the 
convention at a price dependent upon 
production cost. Because no satisfac- 
tory plan has been found, it was voted to 
abolish the post convention tour this 
year. 

Only a very minor change was made 
in the exhijDit rules of the past for the St. 
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Louis convention. Approval was given 
of a revised exhibit system for the 1980 
Cincinnati convention as prepared by 
Jackson Storm and Robert Kriz, to 
whom the board expressed its 
gratitude. Starting with the 1980 
midyear convention in Albuquerque, 
the board voted to schedule only non- 
competitive and invitational exhibits, 
abolishing competitive exhibits from 
midyear conventions. All exhibitors are 
to be given a special recognition award. 

Approval was given to considering 
and accepting bids for convention auc- 
tions two years in advance hereafter, 
including midyear conventions. 
Auctioneers must adhere to the Official 
A.N,A. Grading Standards for United 
States Coins In compiling convention 
auctions. 

Regarding future conventions, Evie 
Kelley was appointed general chairman 
of the 1980 midyear convention in Al- 
buquerque (February 15-17, Conven- 
tion Center, housing in Albuquerque 
Inn, Albuquerque Hilton and Holiday 
Inn). Detroit was selected as the site for 
the 1984 annual convention, and 
recommendation was made that the 
New York City-Washi ngton, D.C. area 
be selected for 1985. The board directed 
the executive vice president to have all 
contracts for future conventions looked 
at and agreed to by legal counsel before 
they are signed. 

Finances 

After consideration of the various 
items and making minor changes in 
the revised ANA operating budget pro- 
posed for the remainder of the current 
fiscal year, the board approved it with 
an income and expenditure of $677,175. 
In like manner it approved the ANACS 
budget also, with an income and ex- 
penditure of $176, 2(X). 

Specific authority was given to ex- 
penditure of up to $500 to match a like 
amount donated by Coin World for 
promotion of National Coin Week. 

Bruce LaVigne of Steve Ivy Rare Coin 
Company presented a $200 check for a 
table display to promote ANA mem- 
bership at various conventions. 


Bylaw Revisions 

Due to an oversight in compiling the 
final draft of the Houston convention 
board meeting minutes, a phrase was 
omitted from the approved revision of 
Section 1 of Article V of the bylaws. A 
motion was made to substitute the fol- 
lowing for the previously published 
wording {The Numismatist, p. 322, 
February 1979): A board member who 
has been awarded a bourse table at an 
ANA convention shall receive no travel 
or per diem reimbursement for attend- 
ing such convention and shall attend all 
association board meetings and other 
association functions during such con- 
vention. Approved with Pittman, Reed 
and Wilde dissenting and Hatie 
abstaining. 

The following new Section 16 was 
added to Article VI of the bylaws: Any 
person elected as governor for a four- 
year term (or who fills a vacancy in said 
office for said term) shall be subject to 
removal from that office at the expira- 
tion of the first two years of said term In 
the manner following: Petitions shall be 
submitted to the executive vice presi- 
dent on or before April 15 of any elec- 
tion year setting forth the grounds on 
which such governor should be re- 
moved from office and signed by a 
number of the members of the associa- 
tion equivalent to twenty percent of the 
number of members of the association 
who voted at the immediately preced- 
ing election. No such petition shall be 
circulated until a copy thereof has been 
mailed to and received by the executive 
vice president for transmittal to the 
governor sought to be removed 
thereby. In the event that such signed 
petitions are received by the executive 
vice president in conformity to the 
foregoing requirements, the executive 
vice president shall place on the ballot 
for the election year in which such peti- 
tions are submitted the question as to 
whether said governor shall be re- 
moved from office. If a majority of those 
voting on the question of such removal 
shall vote in favor thereof, the office of 
such governor shall be considered va- 
cant and such office shall be filled in the 
manner provided in Section 9 of this 
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Article VI. The new section was ap- 
proved without dissention but with 
Hancock abstaining. 

Section 9 of Article VI of the bylaws 
was revised by substituting ''most re- 
cent" for "immediately preceding." 

The entire Section 12 of Article VI was 
amended to clarify and simplify the pro- 
cedure specified but not to change the 
intent or effect. However, the following 
new provision was added at the end of 
the Section: The executive vice presi- 
dent shall notify any member of the as- 
sociation, on request, as to the num- 
bered governorship or other office 
selected by any member of the associa- 
tion or any such member's declaration 
not to be a candidate for any numbered 
governorship. The amendment was 
passed with only Pittman dissenting. 
Miscellaneous 

Word of the death of former governor 
Charles Johnson (1961-69) was received 
during the meeting. The board took 
formal note of passing of one 
with whom several had served, and ex- 
pressed its condolences to his widow 
and two sons. It extended its sympathy 
as well to the widow of former president 
Martin Kortjohn upon his recent death 
and to former president J. Douglas Fer- 
guson whose wife passed away three 
weeks ago. (Obituaries of all three in 
the April issue.) 

Upon the recommendation of execu- 
tive vice president Pochette, Nancy 
Stith was appointed librarian. She had 
been serving as acting librarian since 
the retirement of librarian Geneva 
Karlson last October 31. 


Anticipating enrollment of member 
no. 1(X),000 in the near future, the board 
voted a prize to such member in the 
form of up to $500 paid expenses to an 
annual convention. Vice president 
Hatie opposed the action. 

Colorado Springs member Gerome 
Walton presented a plan to revamp the 
slide program. Executive vice president 
Pochette is to prepare an estimate of 
costs of the proposal and submit it to 
the board for further action. The board 
thanked Walton and photographer 
Elmer Swift for preparing the proposal 
and presenting it. 

The board expressed its appreciation 
to members Pobert and Cheryl Maisch 
for their work in developing the Inter- 
mediate Correspondence Course, the 
availability of which was announced at 
the meeting. (See announcement in the 
April issue, p. 766.) 

President Criswell was requested to 
set up a committee to study the prosand 
cons of geographical representation for 
the election of twelve governors, the 
committee's report to be presented to 
the board at the St. Louis convention. 

To stop the practice of holding up re- 
quests for reimbursement for undue 
lengths of time, the treasurer was in- 
structed not to sign reimbursement 
checks for any expenses incurred or 
billed to the individual more than ninety 
days prior to submission of the request. 

Authorization was given to setting up 
a computer record system for ANACS. 
Another authorization was for ANA to 
make multi-purpose medals available 
for club use.

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CANADA — Royal Canadian Mint to Produce Bangladesh Coinage 

The Royal Canadian Mint has signed a $10 million contract with Bangladesh to 
produce 775 million coins of that country's currency. The contract, beginning this 
year and extending through 1980, is the largest in value and quantity ever received 
from a foreign country, according to Pierre De Bane, minister of Supply and Services, 
who reports to Parliament for the mint. Mr. De Bane said the quantity was equal to 
the number of Canadian coins turned out by the mint in 1976. 

The Bangladesh coins will be made of aluminum and stainless steel. The minister 
said this will mean orders of 1,100 tons of aluminum and 1,750 tons of steel for 
Canadian producers. 

The contract with Bangladesh seems another indication of the success of the 
mint's international marketing program. Already this year contracts have been 
signed with the Bahamas, the Island of Dominica, Honduras, Israel, the Cayman 
Islands and the Turks and Caicos Islands. 

ENGLAND — Royal Mint Issues 107th Report 

A continued and growing interest in coin collecting, both in Britain and overseas, 
is reflected in the annual report of the Royal Mint for 1976-77 published in March of 
this year. In the year under review, over 2,000,000 proof coins were struck for the 
collectors' market. Details of the year's work of the Royal Mint are set out in the 107th 
Report of the Deputy Master and Comptroller, covering the period April 1976 to 
March 1977. 

Coins for Normal Circulation 

A total of 1,512 million coins were struck, including coins for 52 overseas countries. 
For the United Kingdom, 906 million were produced in the following denomina- 
tions: 50p-27.4 million, 25p (Jubilee Crown)-11.6, 10p-193.6, 5p-23.8, 2p-199.3, Ip- 
228.8 and y2p-221.2, totaling 905.7 million. For overseas countries, a total of 606 
million were produced. A further 310 million were struck for overseas customers by 
sub-contractors. 

Proof Coinage 

For the United Kingdom 257,854 decimal sets for the years 1972-1976 were struck; 
for overseas countries, 482,002 proof coins. 

Medals and Medallions 

Some 75,000 medals and medallions were made, among them 25,(KX) Silver Jubilee 
medals, which were issued in June 1978. 

Seals 

New and replacement seals and dies were made for a number of government 
departments and official bodies. 

UNITED STATES - Orders Accepted for '79 Proof Sets and New Dollar 

The United States Mint began accepting orders for 1979 proof coin sets April 2, at 
the San Francisco Old Mint. The U.S. Mint proof coin sets for 1979 are priced at $9 
each, and contain one of each cupronickel denomination : the new Susan B. Anthony 
design dollar, half dollar, quarter dollar, dinie, five cent, and one cent coins. These 
proof coins are sold only |n sets and are produced solely at the San Francisco Assay 
Office. The have an "S" mint mark and are sealed in a hard plastic case for protection 
and display purposes. All aspects of production, from dies to blanks, to the dual 
striking and handling of the proof coins, are specially designed to provide the 
ultimate in quality. 

The price of $9 includes shipment by first class registered mail. There is a limit of 
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five sets for each order. Collectors who are already on the mint's mailing list will soon 
receive their order cards; those who are not may order the sets by writing to: Bureau 
of the Mint, 55 Mint Street, San Francisco, CA 94175. Each order should specify the 
number of sets, name and address with zip code. 

The mint anticipates that orders can be accepted for approximately two months; 
however, it reserves the right to shorten the ordering period or to cancel orders 
which exceed production capacity, since acceptance of all orders is contingent upon 
our ability to meet the demand. Customers will be advised of their expected proof 
coin set delivery date on their acknowledgment card. Mailing of sets to customers 
will begin the first week of July and all sets will be mailed by the end of December 
1979. 

Each order must be accompanied by a separate payment. A personal check, money 
order, or cashier's check is acceptable and should be payable to the Bureau of the 
Mint. Orders from other countries should be made payable tothe Bureau of the Mint 
either by an international money order or a check drawn on a United States bank 
payable in United States currency. 

UNITED STATES - New Stella Hackel Medal Available 

The Bureau of the Mint has announced theavailabllity of the Director of theUnited 
States Mint Stella B. Hackel bronze three-inch medal. Frank Casparro, the United 
States Mint's chief engraver designed the obverse of the medal while the reverse was 
designed by John M. Mercanti, sculptor-engraver of the Philadelphia Mint staff. 



The obverse of the medal has a front view portrait of the Director of the United 
States Mint with the lettering, stella b. hackel, at the top of the medal. The upper 
portion of the reverse design is symbolic of Vermont, Mrs. Hackel's native state, and 
depicts a typical Vermont countryside scene: a steepled church, homes nestled 
among a forest of trees, a barn and silo In the distance and mountains In the 
background. The lower part of the reverse of the medal has the lettering, director of 
THE MINT, which appears over the seals of the Office of the Director of the Mint and 
State of Vermont. The latter seal contains the inscriptions "Freedom" and "Unity." 
Between the seals, the date November 4 , 1977, is Inscribed which is the date Mrs. 
Hackel was confirmed as the twenty-ninth Director of the Mint by the United States 
Senate. 

The Hackel medal may be purchased for $6 each over the counter from the Bureau 
of the Mint sales areas at the Philadelphia Mint, the Denver Mint, the San Francisco 
Old Mint, and the Department of the Treasury Main Building In Washington, D.C. 
The medal may also be ordered by mail for $6.30. This price includes mailing and 
handling costs. The medal control number is 321 on the Mint's medal list. A money

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New Israeli Medals Issued 



The Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation Ltd. has issued a commemorative 
medal on Israel's food industry on the occasion of the Fourth Israel Food Week, held January 14- 
19 at the Tel Aviv Hilton. This is the fifth in a series of medals on Israel's export industries, 
commissioned by the Ministry of Industry, Trade and Tourism. 

Designed by Shamir Brothers (food side) and Dan Reisinger (industry side, common to all 
medals In the series) and struck in bronze 59mm, weight 98 grams, the $7 medal's obverse 
features the inscription “Israel Food Industry" in Hebrew and English; a design depicting 
different products of this indsutry; the date 1979; and in Hebrew letters the year 5739. The 
reverse features a seven-branched candelabrum fitting into the Wheels of World Industry, 
representing Israel's imports and exports. On the rim Is the inscription, “Ministry of Industry, 
Trade and Tourism," In Hebrew and English. 

Also recently issued were two other commemoratives, one of the Jerusalem Shaare Zedek 
Medical Center and the other of Israel's National Theatre, Habimah. The medical center's 
obverse depicts the center building and the verse: “Open unto me the gates of righteousness" 
(Psalms: 118). Its reverse shows the new symbol of the hospital in the form of a Star of David, and 
“Shaare Zedek Medical Center, Jerusalem 1978" in Hebrew and English. Designed by Jaakov 
Enyedi, the piece was engraved by Moshe Nov. 

Israel's National Theatre medal, commemorating Habinah's 60th anniversary, features a scene 
from “The Dybbuk" depicting Hannah Rovina and the poor on its obverse, with the word 
“Dybbuk" in Hebrew and English. On the reverse is the emblem of Habimah and the words 
“Habimah National Theatre" In both languages, as well as the number “60" and “Moscow 1918 — 
Israel 1978." This piece was designed by “Roll" (Rothschild and LIppman) of Tel Aviv. Both 
commemoratives were minted by Kretschmer in Jerusalem. 

The medical center and theatre medals are available in both 59mm bronze (100 grams) and 
45mm silver (48 grams) and sell for $7 and $20, respecitvely, for bronze and silver. Prices Include 
shipping and handling charges.

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In the 1920’s the United States Treasury Department Destruction Committee used a process 
known as maceration. In their own words we quote . . . 

“Under the supervision of the committee the worn-out notes are consigned to large 
tanks where they are subjected to a macerating process for 24 hours which effectu- 
ally reduce the currency to pulp without recognizable features. 

One of the many interesting and ingenious safeguards protecting the government 
from fraud in this process is the provision of each member of this committee with a 
special key for his individual lock on the macerating tanks, so there is no way of 
removing any of the contents before they are destroyed. After twenty-four hours the 
committee unlocks these tanks and the material is drawn from them, and put through 
a process that eliminates the water and acid, leaving a pulpy mass that is put through 
the first process of paper making. 

The figures used in this exhibit are made from this old money paper; the replica of 
the Washington monument, for example, representing several thousand dollars 
worth of old bills of all denominations." 

In 1927 the Henri M. Stewart Company made up and sold the above shown exhibit. In 
fact ... the photograph above is the original publicity photo that was sold with the exhibit. 
There are also approximately 100 pamphlets left titled “OLD MONEY, What happens to the 
dirty tattered Bill after it has bought its last dollar’s worth.” The exhibit contains the fifteen 
original macerated pieces, the display board and etc., in the original box. Just as it was sent to 
the People’s Trust & Savings Bank of LaPorte, Indiana in 1927, The collection was purchased 
indirectly by me from Mr. R. F. Huber, Sr. of LaPorte recently. I called Mr. Huber, now in his 
80’s, and talked with him on the phone. He told me that this exhibit was purchased by him for 
use as a display in the bank when he first went to work for them as a young cashier in 1 927. The 
Stewart Company were distributors for the Treasury Department on these items for only a short 
time as the practice of selling these “souvenirs” was shortly thereafter discontinued. This is 
truly a museum piece, but certainly worthy of any paper money collection. $ 1 , 750.00
